BUSINESS HOUItS IN ENGLAND AND 


AMEKIOA. 


Thero are few fnots in tbo business lifo of 


America which strike an Englishman moro 
forcibly than the absorbing character of 
each man's pursuits nnd tho severity of tho 
labor to which ho subjects himself. In 
London tho tradesmen can scarcely bo said 
to have commenced tho business of tho day 
before 0 A. M., tho only exceptions being 
those who minister to Iho early breakfast 
"wants of the community. Tho merchant is 
rarely at his offico before 10 in tbo morning, 
nud the clerks aud secretaries in the Govern-
